“Wait on the Lord: be of bisa 
courage, and He shall strengthen 
thine heart: wait, I say, on the 
Lord.” This last vers¢ of the 
27th Psalm was the text of the 
chapel sermon preached by - Dr. 
Wallace last Sabbath evening, 
and it was a sermon well adapted 
for the first of the new year, and 
it was as a New’ Year’s message 
that it was applied. Dr. Watlace 
spoke of this asa critical year. 
Its reaches, like those of some 
great Matterhorn, stretch away 
and above us into the silent gloom 
and we are looking for the sure- 
ness of our preparation for the 
climb. ,. But there is still time for 
us to/say to ourselves the words 
of the text—“wait on the Lord” 
etc: And in the climbing up the 
Matterhorn of this. New Year we 
will need to say this often to our- 
selves. 

In this verse the Psalmist is 
talking to his own soul of that 
wherein can be found strength 
and: significance for life, and the 
words of this27th verse are. hig 
answer to that self-mnihe 
But what is the significance of

‘Once before in Isaiah the same 
Hebrew word was used—“They 
that wait—that tie themselves 
fast to the Lord—shall mount up 
with wings as eagles; they shall 
run and not faint.”

The body had been Lrought to 
New Wilmington from Fort Myer, Va., 
in charge of Sergeant P. N. Schurr, of 
the, 30th Engineers, a comrade of the 
deceased, and a veteran regular, who 
has seen service in the Philippines and 
in China.

Impressive Funeral Service’ At: 
Home of Soldier 


The business of the entire com-| 
munity of East Palestine,! Ohio, 
came to a standstill last Saturday 
for two hours during which time! 
-the body of C. Scott Woods, 
and Westminster’s second son to 
give his life for his country, was 
being laid to rest. 

Lieut. Woods wag one of the, 
most popular men who ever at- 
tended Westminster College and 
stood well in his classes.

After the battle of Gaines’ Mill in 
1862, under McClelland, one regiment 
was senttered when night came on, and 
I with.a little squad of the regiment lay 
down to get-a little sleep. About. mid- 
night a man called -out, ‘‘Tenth Penna. 
Reserves.’’ I answered, ‘‘Here are a 
few of us.’’ He said, ‘‘There is a man 
of your regiment down beside the 
Chieckahominy dying. You would bet- 
ter go and look after him.’’ I got two 
men to go with me and we went down 
and hunted him up. He was shot thru 


| the wright lung and the bones of one 


a 


‘wrist were smashed to splinters with 
grape shot. We tried to carry him but 
he said the blood choked him if he did 
not keep erect. He was sitting on a 
stump. So we got under his arms and 
slid his feet along the ground for about 
one-fourth of- a mile till we found a 
cabin and the doctor asked me if I had 
a silk handkerchief. I gave him one I 
had and he tore it in two; put one cor- 
ner through the eye of a long probe and 
stuck it through the man’s body and 
pulled the handkerchief through to 
elean out the. wound. This he did 
twice and made a sling out of the other 
half of the handkerchief. It was now 
nearly morning and the doctor 
that was all he could do then. We left 
him, expecting he would die there. 

An hour later cavalrymen came and 
called out, ‘‘ All hands across the river, 
quick.’? We ran across, and as we did 
so I noticed men standing with axes 


ready to drop the bridge into the river. 


The next day one regiment stood guard 
over the bridge. The second day we 
retreated possibly ten miles before din- 
ner. While I was eating my hartack by 


the roadside I saw my 


ing his feet along the ground. I went 
to him and asked him how he was get- 
ting along. He said, with a _ smile, 
‘¢Birst rate.’? I said, ‘‘Why don’t you 
get in an ambulancef.’’ He replied: 
‘‘Oh, I tried that, but it strangles me, 
dnd I have to walk.?’ I filled up his 
canteen and haversa¢ : and waiked with 
him possibly half a mile. I could not 
leave my regiment. One hour later we 


-lwere in the middle lof the battle of 


Charles City @ross Roads, and fought 
until dark: Two men out of my rank 
of four were killed and I spent all night.’ 
looking after my class mate Sam Hazen 
whom you no doubt. remember. (An- 
other man whom I believed to be fatal- - 
ly wounded. Indeed the doctor told 
him so; but he got well and after the 
war married my favorite cousin, but 
died from the effects of the wound five 
years later). | 

The next morning just after daylight 
we were in the battle of Malvern Hill, 
which lasted all day. That night we 
returned to the James river at Harri- 
son’s Landing. There we got our first 
night’s sleep for five nights. It was 
the 4th of July, 1862. Along that. af- 
ternoon I'saw my dead man again com- 
ing down over the winding way to the 
river bottom. I never was more sur- 
prised in my life. He had walked 25 
miles, sliding his feet along the ground. 
with a bullet hole. through his lung and

How to Tell Age of Eggs. 

There is a simple method of ascer- 
‘taining the age of eggs, based upon the 
fact that the airy space at the broad 
. end of the egg increases with its age. 
Now, when the egg is placed in a 
tumbler of water in which any amount 
of common salt is dissolved, it will, 
with increasing age, tend ever more to 
assume a position with its longitudinal. 
‘axis in a perpendicular direction. 
fresh laid egg will lie horizontally on 
‘the bottom of the vessel. An egg from 
three to four days old will rise with its 
broad end, so that its longitudinal axis 
forms with its horizontal axis an angle 
of 20 degrees. At the age of eight days 
the angle increases to 45 degrees, at 
the age of two weeks to 60 degrees, 
and at the age of three weeks to about 
75 degrees. When the egg is more 
than a: month old it will float perpen- 
dicularly on its small end.

That there is such a thing as a 
call to the. ministry scarcely needs 
to be asserted. Thé Bible, the ex- 
perience of the ministry, and the 
universal thought aLout it settles 
that quesion.. We can therefore 
dismiss this phase of the thought. 

What; however, constitutes a 
call, and how is one to recognize 
it? Both of these questions press 
for answer from everv thoughtful 
Christian young man. 

_It may be hard to define i in 
act words just what a call is. The 
Word of God does not undertake 
to do so. It simply gives us ex- 
amples of it. But a man whom 
God calls will know it when it 
comes. Elijah and Elisha knew 
so did Isaiah, Jeremiah, Paul, Fin- 
ney, Spurgeon, Cuyler and all the 


‘rest.of them. They may not have 


been able to define it. but they 
knew it when it came. That is 
the essential thing. How then 
shall one know it? 

It may -be helpful to remember 
that it does not come to one who 
is not a child of God. Balaam 
and Judas may seem to be excep- 
tions, but at any rate they were 
rejected preachers, and at no point 
call for our imitation or taking 
them as examples. 

One should remember, too that 
it is not a question whether on the 
one hand will be a minister of the 
gospel or on the other hand will 
give himself to selfish living, -but 
In any event we are called to a 
life consecrated to Christ’s service 
Rom. 12:1 sets the standard for 
everyone of us. To hear His 
voice we must conform to this 
standard. Pst 

Also we should dismiss the thot 
that the call is an audible, irresist- 
able, miraculous impulse; that 
God is at all likely to deal with us 
as with Isaiah or Paul’ or Ray- 


mond Lull or President Finney,, 


or in fact exactly as he has dealt 
with any other one. He will take 
His own way in dealing with us, 
and very likely it will be by some 
still small voice. 

Then one should remember too 
that the agent through which we 
receive the inner call j is the Holy 
Spirit.

Few reports of heroism made to the 
navy department/are mote remarkable 
‘than ‘that concerning | James Marico, 

‘ship cook, first ¢lass, who will prob- 
‘ably receive a gold life-saving medal, 

in addition to the letter of commenda- 
‘tion sent’ him by the secretary of the 
‘navy. In’.the midst of a terrific gale 
Chief Quartermaster Eddker H. Rob- 
ertson, U, S. N., was washed overboard 
from the U. S. 8. Smith, while at- 
tempting. to clear a jam in the steering 
gear. Exhausted by the cold and rough 
sea, Robertson could no longer help 
himself, when Marcio, tying a line to 
‘his waist, jumped into the water. 

Catching the quartermaster, he clung 
to the half drowned man until the two 
were hauled aboard. Not only was the 
act of Marcio’s one of great heroism, 
but the test of his courage was shown 
in the chance he took with such a 
rough sea. .The gale at the time was. 
one of the worst in years and the ship 
was rolling at fifty-five degrees. This 
young hero enlisted in the navy in 
April, 1914, at Philadelphia.

Dave Miller, formerly a mem- 


ber of the class of 1920, writes a 


very interesting letter about camp 
life at Sherman. Dave is going 
to try to return to Westminster 
for Commencement. 

Camp Sherman, Ohio, 
April 16, 1918 

Dear Westminster Friends: 
We have just been: released 


- from quarantine and it was cer- 


tainly a great relief for us to be 
out again after being confined to

‘Army life is so different from 
that which we have been used to 
it makes_one feel as if he were 
living i in a new world, with a new 
environment. 

Discipline is the breastworks 
of the army.

The sad news came last Friday in a 
telegram from Camp Sherman, ‘Chilli- 
cothe, Ohio, where Paul was in the 
service of his country, announcing. that 
he had been killed while working in a 
grain elevator by a falling bolt, which 
doubtless had either been left lying 
high overhead on a beam, or had be- 
come loosened from its fastenings. The 
bolt penerated his skull, catising instant 
death. 

The body in charge of private Barl 
Fair of Volant, and private Dunlap of 
New Castle, reached Volant Sabbath 
morning. 

The funeral ‘services, attended by the 
largest ,concourse of people in :the his- 
tory of the community, were held in 
the Methodist Episcopal Church of 
Volant, Tuesday at 2 0’clock. 

Reposing in a beautiful casket, drap- 
ed with the Flag for which he had given 
his life, the body lay in state in «the 
church for an hour preceding the ser- 
vice, Around the bier, on every side, 
were arranged the floral remembrances 
from scores of loving friends and busi- 
‘ness associates—a beautiful testimonial, 
fragrant of the sentiment of brother- 
hood. 

The funeral service was in charge of 
the family pastor, Rev. Minigh, in 
which he was assisted by Rev. S. T. 
Davison of Erie, a former pastor, and 
intimate friend of the deceased, Dr. 
W. Charles Wallace, president. of West- 
minster College, Dr. R. G. Ferguson and 
Dr, J. O. Campbell, and Rey. E, C. 
Mechlin of Rich Hill. 

Dean Charles Freeman and Prof, W. 
W. Troup attended the funeral as rep- 
resentatives of the college and as per- 
sonal friends. 

Dr. Wallace led in prayer, after 
which Dr. Campbell read the scripture 
lesson. Tributes to the life and char- 
acter of the departed were paid by 
Rev. Minigh, Rev. Davison and Dr. Fer- 
The words of the pastor and 
former pastor were eloquent of the 
loyalty of the young man to the church 
and of his work for its advancement. 
Dr. Ferguson dwelt upon Paul’s college 
life|and his association with him as a 
Student at ‘Westminster. -Each regard~ 
ed the other highly and when ‘‘Sim- 
mie,’’ as we was familiarly known to 
his friends, left school at graduation, 
he had established with Dr. Ferguson 
a lasting friendship. And as this was 
true in this case, it was equally true 
with the other professors and students 
of his time. 

At Fair Oaks cemetery the service 
was most impressive. More than 500 
people were assembled about the grave 
when Rev. Minigh conducted the bur- 
ial ‘service of the Methodist Episcopal 
Churel.« Following the service a_ bu- 
gler from Troop, F of New Castle, 
sounded ‘‘Taps,’’? after which Hebron 
Lodge of Mercer, took charge of the 
funeral. About 100 members of the 
*Masonie .fraternity from Mercer, New 
Castle, New Wilmington and Volant 
were present. The deceased had been 
a member of Hebron Lodge, the Lodge 
of Perfection, New Castle, was a 32nd 
degree Mason, and a ‘member of the 
Eastern Star Lodge of New (Castle. 
He was' also a member of the Commer- 
cial Travelers organization and of the 
New Castle: Board of Trade. 

Honorary pallbearers were members 
of the Masonic order, Robert L. Wal-

Dear Dick: 


Your letter, written February |

Other 
days when we waded knee deep 
‘in mud and water, slickers, boots, 
hands and faces coated with yel- 
low, sticky slime. Dark, muggy 
nights when we plugged away at 


lthe job in.hand in spite of the 


drenching rain. But I must not 
forget to mention the pleasant 
' feeling that comes after a hot cup 
of coffee and a plate of beans at 
midnight, or the laughing, sing- 
ing, joking gatherings around the 
red-hot. barracks’ stoves: We 
manage to inject a lot of fun and 
ipep into this ,army existence. 
| French mud might hide the ro- 
mance of war but it can’t smoth- 
er our appreciation for’a) good 
song or a snappy joke. Of course 
we grumble a bit. Grumbling 
and swearing are the. only; meth- 
ods by which a soldier - can ex- 
press his: dissatisfaction at the 
petty annoyances that’arise every 
day. The fellows never “grouse” 
about the big things. Too much 
salt in the potatoes will cause in- 
finitely more “kicking” than ex- 
tra work on Sundays. | 

I can hear the fellows in the 
Y. M. C. A. singing, one of our 
most: popular songs. Sameone 
banging the piano, some others 
are strumming banjos and man-

tance. 


ery day, worse luck! 

But even on the dark gloomy 
days that are all too frequent over 
here, it is wonderfully inspiring 
to climb to the top of the knolll 
and to look over. the valley or, on 
the other side, toward thé seem- 
ingly endless vista of hills lying 
quiet and somber beneath the soft 
misty rain. And one unforgeta- 
ble glimpse of the hills drenched 
in the splendor of the moonlight 
made me catch my breath at the 
glory and the wonder of it. I felt 
a pagan desire to worship at the 
shrine of beauty. 

As I said aboye, our company 
occupies, four barracks, portable 
buildings» the piyts ot ‘which fit 
together only. in’ theory: One 
building is given over’ to the 

‘kitchen and, mess hall. The space 
in another is shared by the Y. M. 
C. A. sergeant’s quarters, com- 
pany office and officers quarters, 
The fellows sleep in the other 
barracks, each man occupying a 
collapsible cot. The quarters are 
fairly comfortable, except for 
three things,—myriad cracks. and 
crevices provide an undue amount 
of fresh air, the roof leaks and all 
the running water in the neigh- 
borhood has the habit of “stand- 
ing at ease” on the cinder floor, 
But we are getting things fixed 
up gradually and within a few 
weeks will feel’ at home. Then,

‘over, here. As soon as we make 
a comfortable camp, patching the 
walls, making~- cinder paths,  re- 
pairing leaks, building shelves 

- and duffel boxes, a sudden order 
comes—and we move.) One-time 
we thought we were settled for. 
months, We built a fine barracks, 
lined it with tar paper, laid a 
board floor and, as a_ luxurious 
climax, installed electric lights.’ 
Three days later we were ordered 
to pack our belongings and “nar-| 
ti.” as our French~ friends say. 
‘*Sergeants, corporals, privates gay, 
Talk all night and half the day,
